WESTMEATH. 


INCREASE IN ESTIMATE FOR 
THE YEAR. 


IN 


At the meeting of Westmeath County 
Board of Health, Mr. b. J. Kennedy, 
T.D., presiding, the Secretary (Mr. 


Lennon) submitted the annual estimate, his 
total figure being £49,568, as against £35,215 
for lust year. 

The Board went into the items and re- 
duced the Secretury’s estimate. by £820, 
making the total estimate adopted by the 
Boavd £48,548; being £3,509 over last yeur’s 


estimate. 


Mr. P. W. Shaw, T.D., said that the 
financial position of Westmeath was in a 
very serious condition. Owing to the re- 


valuation of railways there was going to be 
considerable reduction—sonjething 


a very 
like £5,773—in rateable propery in. the 
county, In this respect Westmeuth -wys 
mere badly hit than»sany other county. The 


Ye-valnation of the railway’ was going to cost 

Westmeath 2id. in the £, and the Asylum 

was going to cost £3,000 more this year. 
“TIT know,” added ,.Mr Shaw, ‘‘ that the 


vust majority of the people of 
‘Westmeath are in favour of the appointment 
bf “a Cominissioner. am afraid 
that, unless something unforeseen 


happens, the bank are not goimg to give 
you much more money or credit. At the 
coming County Council meeting the rate- 
payers are going to be called upon for £6, 

a year more, and I do not know where it is

In the course of discussion on the various 
items in the estimate, when the sum for 
Home Assistance, £11,000, as aguinst £10,000 
last year, came “up, it ~was-- unenimeusly 
agreed that no reduction could bo made in 
this estimate, - ' 

Mr. Shaw said that he was aware of the 
fearfully widespread conditions of destitution 
and unemployment in Westmeath, and it was 
a sad and appalling indieation that about 
roughly nearly one-third of their whole esti- 
mate was for Home Help. It was therefore 
imperative and of the utmost importance that 
the home help officers should exercise very 
great care that no one not entitled to home 
help should get it. It would be a very 
serious thing- against the ratepayers and the 
destitute, and a matter which might have 
very grave results and consequences to them- 
selves if the home ‘help officers allowed, 
through want of vigilance, persons unentitled 
to get this money. 

Mr. Robins—-Il know of people who are 
entitled and not getting it. 

Mr. Shaw—That is it. H does’ not seem 
possible to make the rates bear what would 
relieve- nearly all. Henee the extra necessity 
for great care in distribution.

A NEW OPPORTUNITY. 


Followi upon discussions in the 
Press early last summer, and on a 
resolution in the Dublin Diocesan Synod, 


it has been arranged to hold a Conference 
of Youth, at which criticisms may be 


made openly instead of privately, and con- 


structive suggestions may be put forward. 


In effect, the clergy and laity of the 


Metropolitan Diocese, at any rate, have 
said to the younger generation: ‘‘ We 
know that you are dissatisfied; tell us 
why, We know that you want changes 
and improvements ; te]l us what they are, 
and what you are prepared to do to bring 
them about.” The young people of the 
Church are given a new oportunity. It 
now with them to respond, by 
making the Conference a real and 
constructive success. 
The programme of the Conference 
has already been given in the Irish Times. 
It will consist of meetings on the six 
nights from January 28th to February 2nd, 
and will conclude with a Service on 
Sunday, February órd. Every parish of 
the United Dioceses of Dublin, Glenda- 
Jough and Kildare has been invited to 
nA te on the same basis. The more 
istant dioceses have been invited to send 
six delegates apiece, só that the 
Conference, though mainly intended for 
Dublin, may be to that extent repre- 
sentative of the whole Church of Ireland. 
It is anticipated also that a considerable 
number of other young people—not 
appointed as delegates— may be able to 
participate in the meetings. ‘‘ Young 
le ” (whether delegates or others) are 
defined for the purpose of -the Conference 
as “ people between the ages of eighteen 
and thirty.” With a very few exceptions, 
all the speaking of the Conference will be 
done by them. It is intended to provide 
an opportunity for a real “ conferring ’’— 
not like so many conferences where the 
ordinary delegate has often to sit silent 
and listen to addresses by appointed 
speakers. In this case, with two or three 
exceptions, older speakers, and “star ”” 
ers, will be conspicuous by their 
mee.

CONFERENCE WELCOMED 


At the present time meetings are being 
held in the parishes, at which the aims 
and me of the Conference are 
explained, and delegates appointed by the 
votes of the young people. The keenness 
displayed at these mectings shows that 
the Conference is welcomed, and the 
discussions at them make clear the kind 
of subjects which youth will desire to 
bring forward at the Conference. 
Criticisms. are various and vigorous, and 
only a few out of many can be mentioned 
here. First, the activities of the 
Church require the co-operation of more 
of its younger members, and that especially 
is true as regards its lay activities. To 
parody Thucydides, it is “in name a 
democracy ; in fact, the rule of the oldest 
men,’ whether we look at synods or 
vestries, or at committees of any kind. 
Largely as a result of this, the mind of 
youth is not sufficiently understood 
and the needs of youth not sufficiently 
met. There is need of a better unde-- 
standing of its difficulties, both ..- 
tellectual and moral. and of clearer 
instruction regarding them. 

Again, the Church is felt to be in-- 
sufficientiy alive to the social questions of 
the day, and to be slow to adjust itself to 
the changed conditions of our time. More 
clear guidance is needed, both as to the 
reasons for membership of, and loyalty to, 
the Church of Ireland, and also as to the 
relations of the Church of Ireland to 
other Churches. Services again are 
. criticised, largely on the grounds of their 
lack of elasticity. nerally, there is a 
feeling that the energies of youth are not 
being utilised as they might be utilised. 

All this may appear vague; ir actual 
fact it is vague. At present youth has 
more of criticism than of constrictive 
suggestions, but just here lies the purpose 
of the Conference. It should be an 
_ attempt to turn vague ideas into concrete 
proposals, and to direct the energy, which 
at present is too largely devoted to 
criticism, into channels of service. If 
youth criticises age for the reasons given, 
age also criticises youth, as slack and 
uninterested, as unready to undertake 
work for the Church when called upon to 
do it. There is probably both justice and 
ni ion in the criticism from either 
side. The Conference is not to be an 
attempt at a revolutionary movement of 
the young to oust the old. It is far more

THE DECAY OF LITERARY 


EDUCATION. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—Those who take part in the discu® 
sion about compulsory Irish always seem do 
stop when on the verge of a much more 
fundamental — oa ve comes inio 
the secondary schools, modern languages yo 
ever asks why modern lan- 


I believe that no educationist looks wit!)- 
out misgiving om the disappearance of 
European languages from our curriculum, and 
many regard it as a disaster. At a timp 
when the nations of Europe are drawin, 
closer together, we alone are cutting our- 
selves off from knowledge of them and their 
culture through ignorance of their languages 
and literature. An examination of the cause 
of this will, I think, reveal a. tendency in 
our higher educational system which 's 
generally not noticed. 

The partment of Edncation his made a 
marked improvement in the schools by giving 
them freedom in the methods of. instruction 
in various courses. It is hard to understand 
why they retain the principle of compulsion 
in prescribing subjects. The following sub- 
jects are compulsory :—Arithmetic, algebra, 
geametry, trigonemetry, history, geography. 
English, Irish (for examination purposes). 
Besides, science and drawing are encouraged 
by having a special department and grants. 
Thus the subjects of what I may call a 
technical school education are either compu! 
sory or specially encouraged, and. languages 
are left, to take care of themselves, if there 
is time to do them. In the “Intermediate 
examinations in 1928 one fairly large school 
was (if I remember aright) selected ivr 
special praise by newspapers because it 
passed 100 per cent., with a percentage of 
honours above the average. Not one «f 
these candidates took Greek or Latin or anv 
modern language. Yet the most brilliant 
purely literary candidate would have failed 
altogether. | 

From one point of view compulsory Iris! 
is the “one bright spot,” because it is the 
only language encourages by compulsion. 
For example, why should all higher educa 
tion authorities, hoth university and 
secondary, compel every boy to take trigo 
nometry, whatever his intellectual tendencies 
are, while no time can be found for moder 
languages? Surely every subject shoul! 
have an equal opportumiy. We are ail 
obsessed by this utterly wrong principle of 
compulsion, and the universities are not the 
least guilty. ‘‘Every boy ought to kno 
something of such and such a subject’ —Í 
have heard this applied to every known 
subject by responsible scholars. Those of us 
who, year after year, have to arrange the 
programme of work for little boys are fille: 
with compassion for them. This wretched 
system of compulsion makes it necessary fer 
am to take an absurd number of subjects. 
“lest they may want them íor some 
examination. i 5 
Thus there is increasing “ scrappiness, 
and, of course, the subjects which are of 
least immediate utility tend to disappear. Is 
there no hope that all who have charge cí 
our education will come together voluntarily 
for a discussion of educational questions’ 


At least a better perspective and more 
co-ordination would resu}t.—Yours, ete.,

He was undoubtedly the 
first Irish Mayor, if not the first elected m 
these islands, as a similar privilege was not 
extended to the City of London tril ten years 
later—a fact of which we im Limerick are 
anxious that sight should not be lost or 
the city’s motto stultified, ““/ rés antigua 
fuit studiusque aaperrima belli.”’

CENTRAL HEATING TO

Dublin 's rebuilt Custom House 1s to have 
a four-dialled clock in the cupola of the new 
dome. This clock will show Guecnwhit Mean 
Time and will be controlled by a master clock 
synchronised from the Observatory at Dun- 
sink. The clock will be illuminated at night. 
The cupola is not yet complete, but the figure 
of *‘Commerce’’ has been restored to her 
pedestal. 

The old building, despite the architectural 
heauties of its exterior, was very far behind 
the times internally, and advantage has been 
taken of the reconstruction work to bring it 


upto-date in every possible respect. A 
central heating system is one of the principal 
improvements. 


These facts were mentiontd iast night by 
Mr. T. J. Byrne, of the Office of Public 
Works, Dublin, in a paper on ‘ Dublin 
Custom House and Its Makers,” read at a 
meeting of the Architectural Association of 
Ireland, at 8 Merrion square, Dublin. 

Referring to the damage caused by the 
explosion and fire in 1921, Mr. Byrne said 
that the dome and its peristyle were so com. 
pletely fissured that the ruins had to be taken 
down to the main roof level. Nearly all the 
interior walls were defective, as a result of 
ihe fire, and most of them were removed 
to enable a modified plan to be followed. 

The dome, peristyle and base were rebuilt 
from the main attic level, the lower part 
in Ballyknocken granite, and the peristyle 
and attic in Ardbraccan stone, backed with 
brick concrete. The stone was all worked 
at the quarry, but set by Dublin tradesmen. 
and there were remarkably few cases of even 
small misfits. All the work of restoration 
was being carried out by the Commissioners 


of Public: Works. 


HISTORY OF THE BUILDING. 

In the course of his lecture, which was 
illustrated by lantern slides, Mr. Byrne said 
that the 18th century produced many giants, 
of whom, by rare combination and 
tenacity of purpose, were principally con- 
cerned in adding to Dublin its architectural 
masterpieces. Without John Beresford it 
was likely that—if a Custom House had been 
deemed necessary at all—a smaller, meaner 
building upon a restricted site might have 
heen considered adequate. The foresight and 
perspicacity of that great statesman led him 
to select a spacious, if prima facie unsvit- 
able, site, and to engage in 1780 in London 
a young and brilliant § architect, James 
Giandon, for whom Lord Carlow and his 
friends had in previous years offered to raise 
a subscription to secure adequate salary for 
two years if he came to Dublin. ! 

John Beresiord was a younger son of Sir 
Marcus Beresford, who was created Earl of 
Tyrone in 1746. Born in 1738. he was edu- 
cated in Trinity College, Dublin, was called 
to the Trish Bar, and was member of Parlia- 
ment for Waterford in 1760. He became 
First Commissioner of Revenue and a member 
of the Privy Council, and wielded great 
power in Ireland. He was a close friend of 
(G;andon to the end of his life. 

Gandon was born in London in 1742. When 
he was between seven and nine years of age 
he went to a boarding school in Hereford- 
shire, and thence for five years to another 
school at- Kensington Gravel Pits. On the 
death of his mother he was taken from school, 
after which he studied at home the fine arts, 
particularly architectural ornament and per- 


[wd 


spective. The early part of the morn- 
ings were gg no devoted to the 
reading of the classics, and after these 


mathematics, with such other works as might 
contribute to his general acquisition of know- 
ledge. In the evenings he drew at Ship- 
ley’s Drawing Academy. He also attended 
a course of lectures or anatomy, which he 
always considered essential, to the formation 
of correct judgment and pure taste in the 
arts of painting, sculpture and architecture. 

He was subsequently indentured as a pupil 
lo the famous William Chambers, and. 
having completed his articles. he commenced 
to practise his profession two or three years 
before the formation of the Royal Academy. 
In 1771 he won the hundred guineas pre- 
mium for the design of the then proposed 
New Bethlehem Hospital. In 1780 Bevres- 
ford gave Gandon an opportunity of con- 
sidering as a secret commission a new plan 
for a public building in Treland. hat 
building proved to be the new Custom House 


in Dublin. 


IN THE THIRTEENTH CENTURY. 

In the thirteenth century ships bound to 
Dublin unloaded parts of their cargoes at 
Dalkey, and the remainder at the “ Crane ”' 
on Merchant’s Quay, Dublin, which then 
extended from the East. corner of the Old 
Bridge to the north end of Winetavern street. 
This *‘crane’’ was for many years Dublin’s 
Custom House. 

About 1620 new wharves and cranes were 

installed for Customs purposes near Dame 
street. Here, soon after the Restoration, a 
Custom House, with chambers for the Privy 
Council of Ireland, was built, but in 1671 
the Surveyor-General obtained sole use of the 
whole building. 
' In 1707 another Custom House was set up 
adjoining the East side of Essex Bridge, but 
in March, 1774, the Commous passed re- 
solutions that this location was incouvenient 
to the trade of Dublin and prejudicial te 
the Revenue, and that it would »e cxpedient 
to build a new Custom House eastwead of 
Bachelor's Jane. In 1781 Gandon- came to 
Dublin and designed the new Custom House, 
the first stone of which was laid on the 8th 
of August of that year by the Right Hon. 
John Berestord. 

Many chroniclers recorded the completion 
of the Custom House as in 1791, ten years 
after commencement, but even in July, 1800, 
if was not finished. Gandon died at the age 
of 82, and was buried in Drumcordra church- 
yard. 

THE SCULPTURE. 


Dealing with the sculpture which orna- 
mented the building, Mr. Byrne mentioned 
as the work of Edward Smyth, a Meath man, 
the colossal heads on the keystones of the 
Custom House. The same sculptor did the 
figures on the Bank of. Ireland, the Four 
Courts, and the King’s Inns. Smyth died in 
1812, leaving, as mentioned in a record of 
his work, specimens of sculpture not to be 
exceeded, perhaps, in any city in Europe. 
Some of the figure sculpture in the Custom 
House was by Joseph Banks and Augustine 
Carlini. 

Mr. Francis B. Craig, president, occupied 
the chair at last night’s meeting, and there 
was a large “attendance, which enthusiasti-

IRISH SOLDIER WHO SHUT THE GATES 


3 AT HOUGOMONT. 
TURNING POINT OF THE BATTLE. 


“To the Glory of God and in memory 
of Sergeant James Graham, 2nd Batt. 
Coldstream Guards. Born 1791 —died 


1845.”’ 
_ So runs the inscription on a tablet now 
in Clones Church which was placed 


originally in Kilmainham Royal Hospital 
by the Coldstream Regiment of Guards 
in memory of one of their number named 
by the Duke of Wellington out of the 
army at Waterloo as the man to receive 
half of a sum willed by the Rev. John 
Norcross, of Framlingham, Suffolk, to the 
bravest man in England. The tablet 
further states that, “in defence of 
Hougomont during the battle of Waterloo 
he was one of the five Coldstreamers who 
successfully defended the main gate.” 

In “ Battle of Waterloo Anecdotes’’ the 
story runs thus: “The success of the 


gates of Hougomont. The gates were 
closed in the most courageous manner in 
the very nick of time by the effort of Sir 
James Macdonne!. Sir James was applied 
to (regarding the awarding of the legacy) 
and said: ‘J cannot claim all the merit 
due to the closing of the gates at Hougo- 
mont; for Sergeant James Graham, who 
saw with me the importance of the step, 
rushed forward, and together we closed 
the gates. I suggest that the Sergeant 
and myself divide the legacy between 
us. >> 

The proposal was adopted by the 
executors of Mr. Norcross’s will, and 
Sergeant Graham was ‘rewarded with his 
share of the £500 willed for the purpose. 

A CLONES MAN. 

Quartermaster-Sergeant James Graham 
was born in Clones in-1791, and died in 
1845 in the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, 
where the tablet to his memory was first 
erected in 1906. When the Hospital was 
taken over by the Free State Government 
Mr. Seton Pringle, the well-known Dublin 
surgeon, who is a native of Monaghan, 
and Mr. J. A. Kinnear, of Glenageary, 
Co. Dublin, a native of Ballybay, Co. 
Monaghan, secured possession of the 
tablet, to have it placed in a suitable 
position in Clones Parish Church. 

“The bravest man in England ’’—could 
any man aspire to a higher title? And 
this was an Irishman. ‘ What is a hero?’ 
someone asks in one of Romain-Rolland’s 
books, and the answer is to the effect that 
a hero is one who does what he can; the 
others do not. It sounds very simple— 
just taking the opportunity when it comes, 
and one opportunity made the most ol 
may bring a man undying glory. This 
compatriot of ours during a day of fiercest 
fighting took things as they came; and 
they kept on coming, as if some keen-cyed, 
invisible director of affairs set out to try 
him to the utmost to see..if there was any 
limit to his courage and endurance. 


A DAY OF EXPLOITS. 

This is the detailed account of his part 
in the day’s work as given in Baedeker's 
“ Belgium ” :— 

*Prodigies of valour were performed b) 
the Coldstreams and their auxiliaries a! 
Hongomont. At one critical juncture the 
French were within a hair’s-breath of captur 
ing this fiercely-contested spot. They forced 
their way up to the principal gate, which 
was insufficiently barricaded, and rushing :t 
in dense crowds succeeded in bursting it open. 
A fearful struggle ensued. The Guards 
charged the assailants furiously with thei 
bayonets, whilst. Colorel Macdonnel, Captain 
Wyndham, Ensign Gooch, Ensign Hervey and 
Sergeant’ Graham by dint of main force an 
daring courage contrived to close the gate in 
the very face of the enemy. 

““ At a later hour a vehement assault was 
made ‘on the back gate of the oflices, the 
harricades of which threatened to yield, 
although crowds of the assailanis were swept 
away by a well-directed fire from the loop- 
holes. At the same time one of the French 
shells set fire te the buildings and the flames 
burst forth with an ominous glare. Sergeant 
Graham immediately requesied leave of 
Colonel Macdonnel to retire for a moment, 
which, the iatter accorded, although not with- 
out an expression of surprise. A few moments 
later the gallant sergeant reappeared froin 
amidst the blazing ruins, bering a wounded 
brother-in-arms, deposited him in a place of 
safety and at once resumed ‘his work in 
strengthening the barricades,- where the 
danger was rapidly becoming more and more 
imminent. 

** Suddenly a French grenadiecr was seen on 
top of the wall, which he and his comrades 
were in the act of scaling. Captain Wyndham, 
observing this, shouted to Graham: ‘Do you 
Graham snatched his 


see that fellow? up 

musket, took aim, and shot the Frenchmay 
dead. No others dared to follow, the 
attack on the gate was abandoned by the 


enemy, and the danger again successfully 
averted. Similar attacks were launched 
against the chateau with unremitting energy 
from half-past eleven in the morning until 
nearly eight im the evening, but were repelled 
with equal success. 

“Had it been otherwise, Hougomont must 


have been enabled to attack the Duke's right 
flank, and the Allies would most probably 
have been defeated, or at least virtually 
annihilated.”’ 

LOCAL MEMORIES. 

In his own birthplace little is known 
of James Graham. In the town of Clones 
lives a distant relation of his own name 
who knew hardly anything of his history 
until the memorial tablet was removed 
from Kilmainham Hospital to Clones 
Church. But a few miles from Clones, at 
Stonebridge, down a by-way a little off 
the main road, stands a small house, with 
ivy and cotoneaster yrowing over it, where 
James Graham used to come when on 
furlough. Tircooney is the name of the 
house, and it belongs to Mr. Robert 
Coulson, whose mother was a Graham. 
He remembers hearing his gallant 
ancestor talked of by his aunts and 
uncles when he was a boy, and has read 
all that has been collected about his 
career from the different records. 

In his cosy little sittingroom, where a 
bright fire of turf and logs made one 
forget for a little the winter gloom out- 
éide, Mr. Coulson yesterday told an Jrish 
l'imes representative all he could recall of 
the old people’s talk of the Waterloo 
soldier. It is thirty years and more 
since letters were exchanged between his 
family and a son of James Graham’s, 
‘* Bobbie,’’ who was also in the Army and 
later lived in Hampshire. This son was 
married and had a family, but beyond 
that he knows nothing of them. 

On the wall of the room hung framed 
extracts from the Untted Service Gazette 
and an old copy of the Londonderry 
Standard, the only memento Mr. Coulson 
and his daughter possess in connection 
with Graham. They run as follows:— 


“DEATH OF A WATERLOO HERO.”’ 
““A Brave Man.—Died, at the Roya) Hos- 
ital of Kilmainham, on the 23rd April, 1845, 
Ber eant James Graham, formerly in the 
Light Company of the 2nd Battalion of 
Coldstream Guards, the individual selected 
by His Grace the Dake of Welli' ton as 
“the bravest cf the brave,’’ in the desperate 
combat at Waterloo; in order to profit by the 
nerous offer of the Rev. Mr. Norcross, 
Rector of Framlingham, to confer a pension 
during life, upon the soldier most distin- 
guished in the Brigade of Guards on that 
glorious day. After the most minute inquiry, 
carried On by Sir John Byng’s directions, 
the laurel was awarded to an Irishman, 
James Graham, a native of Clones, County 
of Monaghan.’’—(U nited Service Gazette).

His gallant- dexterity during 
the defence of the farm of Hougomont, dur 
ing the battle of Waterloo, by his intrepid 
corps, secured for him the admiration of the 
officers ‘and men of that distinguished regi- 
ment. He was one of that party of the 
Guards, headed by Lord Fitzclarence, which 
attacked the Cato Street gang. On that 
memorable. occasion Graham was one of the 
instruments by which, under Divine Provi- 
dence, the life of the noble lord Was saved. 
Graham and a brother soldier pulled the 
noble lord down thé ladder, at the instant 
the fellows in the loft had their arms levelled 
to shoot him. Lord litzclarence met Graham 
some time back in Dublin, greeted him most 
cordially, and begged his acceptance of a 
pension, which he has ever since enjoyed. 
He also fought gallantly in Spain, and re- 


turned from that country very little the 
worse of the wear. 
ri The Rev. Mr. Norcross, Rector of 


Framlingham, in Suffolk, having in 1815 re- 
quested that the Duke of Wellington should 
name a deserving soldier for a pension of 
£10 a year for life, which his Reverence was 
desirous of conferring. His Grace directed 
that such a person should be named from the 
second brigade of the Guards by Mayjor- 
General Sir J. Byng, and the lot fell upon 
Graham as the most distinguished man in the 
action of the 18th June in that year. This 
mark of distinction was communicated to 
the Sergeant by Colonels Woodford and Mac- 
donald,.in compliance with the brigade order 
dated at Paris, August 9th, 1815. 

“he Sergeant was about 60 years of age 
when he resigned his spirit. An only son is 
now serving in the 89th Regiment. Mr. 
Brocas, one of the eminent artists of that 
name, prevailed on Graham some time ago to 
sit for his portrait, which is a very fine 
picture. Captain Siborne has rendered the 
name of Graham immortal, in that gallant 
officer's far-famed history of Waterloo.’’—

Preparations for the holding of the 
great two-day motor races in the Phoenix 
Park, Dublin, on July 12th and 15th 
next, under the auspices of the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club, have been in pro- 
gress for the last couple of weeks.

The Society of Motor ‘Manufacturers 
and Traders (England) has informed the 
Society of Ivish Moter Traders that the 
races to be organised by the Club are 
approved for trade participation. In addi- 
tion, the Leinster Motor Cycle Club, the 
organisers. of the Leinster “ Hundred.” 
and the Motor Cycle Union of Ireland 
are to participate actively with the Royai 
Irish Automobile Club in organising the 
race. The secretaries of both societies 
will act on the committees. The assist- 
ance given will be very valuable, particu 
larly as the Leinster Motor Cycle Club 
already has had good experience of hold- 
ing races in the Phoenix Park. 

Three committees have been set up, and 
are at work. The premier committee, of 
course, is the Organising Committee, 
which holds complete authority, and 
under its wegis all the others will work. 
The other two committees are the com- 
mittee dealing with conditions of entry 
and the handicapping rules and the 
Finance Committee. 


THE ADVANCE PROGRAMME. 

All these have been holding meetings 
virtually every day, and so much progress 
has been made that the advance pro- 
gramme of the race, containing particu- 
lars as to entries and handicapping, wili 
be available within the next few days. 

When these prograimmes are ready the 
Club will circularise all the automobile 
clubs of the world which are affiliated to 
the International Society, which operates 
in some thirty-two countries. In its cir- 
enlar the Club will set out all the par- 
ticulars of the races, and, in addition, 
will point out the advantages it holds for 
the tourist members of the clubs. The 
Phenix Park races will be held in the 
middle of July, and the Northern motor 
race will be held about a month later.

OTHERS GASSED.

One woman was killed and a dozen 
persons were more or less seriously 
poisoned by an escape of gas from the 
main in Norton street, Belfast, yesterday 
morning. 

Mrs. Ann Jane Kane, an elderly 
woman, of 12 Norton street, was found 
dead in bed. The discovery that some- 
thing was amiss was made when Denis 
Smith called at Mrs. Kane s house yester- 
day morning. He could get no reply to 
his repeated knocks; and, smelling gas, 
he attracted the attention of some persons 
passing. An entrance was made into the 
house, and Mrs. Kane was found, as 
stated, dead in bed. 

The gas was apparently turned off, dnd 
efforts were made to trace the escape. 

In the meantime, neighbours were 
beginning to suffer from inhaling: the gas- 
poisoned air. A number of them gave in- 
dications of collapse, and the ambulance 
was sent for. The following were removed 
to hospital :—+

MR. J. D. SMITH’S ASSURANCE. 

Mr. J. D. Smith, manager of the Gas 
Department, stated that there is hardly 
even the remotest possibility of a recur- 
rence of the Norton street. affaie-in any 
other part of the city. The main in ques 
tion is many feet below the surface of the 
roadway, and in a thoroughfare on which 
there is virtúallwy no heavy traffic it is 
impossible to account for the leakage 
until the matter has been thoroughly 
investigated. 

Mr. Smith pointed out that had the 
people reported to the Gasworks on Mon 
day evening, when the escape. was first 
detected, the matter could have been 
remedied in an hour and a life would 
have been saved. The escape was not 
reported until eleven o'clock yesterday 
morning, and by 12.30 the escape had 
been stopped. 

There is a department open night and 
day for receiving and giving immediate 
attention to matters of this nature, and it 
is clearly the duty of residents in any 
locality to report an escape at once.

The Chairman (Mr. W. Butler) instanced 
the necessity for the Act. University scholar- 
ships, he said, had been in existence in the 
country for twenty years or over, and during 
that time about one hundred had graduated 
at a cost of £6,000 to the ratepayers of the 
countv. Not one of that number was em- 
ployed at the present time in the public 
services of the county. They had to go to 
England, the British Colonies and North and 
South America to make good, because they 
had nobody to shove them into a public 
office in their own county. 

It was decided that the following suc-

,degree, it should be left to the decision of 


experts from ‘Trinity College and National 
University to decide on the qualifications for 
the appointment, preference to be given to 
local candidates, provided they satisfy the 
requirements of the examiners. 

2—All other appointments should be made 
through the Civil Service.

THAN ELSEWHERE. 


LOAF SAID TO BE THE 
BEST IN IRELAND.

tions have been made in the price of bread 
in Cork which formerly held the un- 
enviable distinction of the highest priced 
4lb. loaf in Ireland. The price now 
charged for the first-class loaf is 9$d., with 
an additional charge of 4d. for delivery, 
and it is claimed by the trade that this 
type of bread is superior in quality to 
that sold in any other part of the country. 

There is also. a second grade bread 
made here known as the “ popular loaf.’’ 
This is slightly darker than the premier 
brand, and is sold at one penny less per 
pair of 2lb. loaves—that is to say, 83d. 
over the counter. 


MASTER BAKER’S EXPLANATION. 
The higher price pf bread in Cork com- 
paren with other centres was attributed 
y a prominent master baker to the higher 
rates of pay drawn by the operatives here. 
He said that the wages paid in the bakery 
trade in Cork were higher than thos 
which obtained in Dublin and Belfast. 

Here a foreman is paid a mnimum 
wage of five pounds a week, and in many 
cases his salary is censiderably more than 
this figure, while the remainder of the 
staff draw 96s. each per week. | 

Here, too, he said, the men’s output is 
limited to 210 pairs daily, the foreman 
returning 100 pairs less; while in Dublin 
and Belfast there is unlimited output 
during an eight hours’ shift, and in the 
latter city, at any rate, the employment 
of unskilled labour is permitted. 


UNSKILLED LABOUR. 

The use of unskilled labour is urged 
as being important in the considera- 
tion of overhead charges. and one employer 
said that in many instances it had been 
proved that the Cork output could be 
manufactured in considerably under eight 
hours, although, as a matter of fact, in 
some cases the men actually were engaged 
for upwards of ten hours. 

Mr. Donal O’Sullivan, of the Free State 
Department of Industry and Commerce, is 
in Cork at present, and declined to dis- 
close the nature of the business which had 
brought him here, but I learn unofficially 
that he presided over a largely a‘'onded 
meeting of the master bakers of the city 
to-day. 

A MAN OF EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. O’Sullivan was attached to the 
Ministry of Food during and after the 
European War, when his chief duties were 
in connection with the administration of 
the bread subsidy and the fixing of bread 
prices. He was Secretary to the Commis- 
sion on Prices which was established by 
the Provisional Government in 1922.

EPISODE OF TROUBLED DAYS 
RECALLED. 
An episode of the unsettled days which 


the Anglo-Irish Treaty was recalléd by the 
funeral yesterday of Mr. Richard Cotter (59), 
of 34 Munster street, Phibsborough, Dublin. 
Mr. Cotter was one of the men discovered in 
an open boat off Kingstown Harbour by a 
British patrol vessel, and arrested on sus- 
picion of being there with intent to com- 
municate with a German submarine. 

The men were conveyed to Dublim and 
detained by the authorities for some time. 
Afterwards Mr. Cotter, who had previously 
been identified with the Irish languace move- 
ment, took an active part in the revolutionary 
movement, and was interned in Frongoch.

five children.

The Chairman (Mr. Charles Brown, J.P), 
said that Mr. Maguire had given the matter 
much care and attention, and it was evident 
that he had gone to great trouble in tire 
matter. He thought that the Council should 
consider the mutter in committee. 

The Council adopted the Chairman's sug 
gestion.

Professor Rudolf. Thurneysen, of the 
University of Bonn, Germany, will arrive 
in Dublin to-day, on the invitation of the 
Royal Irish Academy, and will remain for 
several months. It is now eighteen years 
since he last visited Ireland, when, under 


the auspices of the School of Irish Learn- | 


ing, he lectured on the Ancient Irish 
Martyrology of Oengus.

Celtic philology and literature. and many~ 


of the leading Jrish scholars, both at 
home and abroad, can be numbered 
among his pupils. He has received the 
Hon. Litt.D. degree from both Irish 
universities and from Oxford. ‘The re- 
sults of his study, which have appeared 
in various works and in contributions to 
learned journals, are of outstanding im- 
portance. He has specialised in old Irish, 
on which he is one of the foremost 
authorities, and here his investigations 
have been particularly brilliant. <A 
grammar of old Irish published by him 
in 1900 remains. and is likely to remain 
for a considerable period, the standard 
work on this most difficult period of the 


language. 

His investigation of the literature of 
the old Ivish period culminated in his 
work on the Irish Heroic Sagas (1921), 
the first scientific study of the sources and 
structure of thesé tales. Many of them 
have been translated by Professor 
Thurneysen into German, and to his ver- 
sions Irish students have constantly to 
reier. 

REVOLUTIONARY WORK. 

In more recent years’ Professor 
Thurneysen has turned his attention to 
ihe most obscure departments of Irish 
scholarship—the [Irish laws. Here his 
work is little short of revolutionary. Several 
hitherto unpublished texts edited by him 
throw a new light on the law of procedure 
and obligations, necessitating a complete 
revision of the traditional views on the 
subject. In addition, many of the errors 
and mistranslations of the printed edition 
of the laws have been corrected. 

His work has, however, been handi- 
capped by inability to consult the original 
manuscript sources, most of which are in 
Dublin. Accordingly, the Council of the 
Roval Irish Academy (of which he is an 
honorary member), desirous of facilitating 
Professor Thurneysen’s work, have invited 
him to make a prolonged stay in Dublin, 
where the sources will be at his disposal. 

GUEST OF GOVERNMENT. 

This invitation has been made possible 
by the generous action of the Free State 
Government, who, in recognition of Dr. 
Thurneysen’s great services fo Irish 
scholarship, have agreed to share equally 
with the Academy the expenses of his 
Visit. 

During his stay in Ireland Professor 
Thurneysen will not only continue his 
own researches, but will also, in conjunc- 
tion with Celtic scholars from both 
universities, from Germany and from the 
United States, conduct research work in 
various problems of old Irish law and 
literature.

The latter designation is more inclusive than 
would have been “ King of Albania,”’ and is 
politically useful for attaching Albanian 
minorities living over the frontier. 

A BROKEN ROMANCE. 

King Zog has the full machinery of a 
regular State in his Jittle corner of the 
Adriatic. He needs now only to develop” it 
into a country. His main dynastic problem 
is likely to be getting a-suitable wife. .-Most 
of his subjects say that he is stil] young and 
should wait a while. Still, the problem is 
one which is being given State consideration. 

His subjects now talk of one of the 
daughters of King Fuad of Egypt as the best 
choice, better than marriage with one of the 
daughters of the King of Italy, which is now 
considered to be out of the question. | 
Marital gossip about King Zog and 
an American woman was also once 
given circulation around the ‘Tirana coffee- 
houses, but this is also thin air. 

The King’s courageous act in breaking his 
engagement to Lela, the pretty daughter of a 
rich Bey from Elbassan, for reasons of 
dynasty and State, is also appreciated by 
his subjects, and has given the King an 
added romantic touch. This step, however, 
at the time occasioned some uneasiness on 
the part of King Zog’s admirers, for the 
breaking of an engagement by a man usually 
precipitates a vendetta and a blood feud by 
relatives of the girl. King Zog has now too 
many soldiers for Lela’s relatives to cause 
him any trouble even if they so desired.

FROM IRELAND.

GLASGOW COUNCIL REPORT. 

In the minutes of Glasgow Town Council, 
issued to Councillors yesterday, is the follow- 
ing statement concerning the consignment of- 
tuberculous meat from Ireland :— 

With reference to minute of 27th ult. as 
to a report by the _ veterinary inspector 
regarding large consignments of carcases of 
old cows, slaughtered in Ireland and shipped 
to the Glaszow market, where, on examina- 
tion by him, a considerable proportion had 
been found tuberculous on órd inst., they 
had discussed with Mr. P. Kelland, assistant 
chief veterinary inspector of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, the subject matter of the said 
report in relation to the operation of Section 
5 of the Importation of Animals Act (1922), 
the Animals (Landing from Ireland, eic.) 
Order of 1923, and the Tuberculosis Order of 
1925. 

The Ministry would not entertain the 
suggestion of this committee that the said. 
cows should either be imported alive or, 
if slaughtered in Ireland, their carcases 
should be consigned to an Trish landing- 
place for veterinary inspection prior to being 
permitted to be removed therefrom for ex- 
posure for sale in a meat market or elsewhere. 

(2) That to amend the Act and Orders 
above referred to, so as to give effect to the 
said suggestion of this committee, would be 
a retrograde step, which the Ministry could 
not contemplate, in so far as it would mean 
the reversion to the deplorable conditions 
under which old cows were shipped from 
Ireland. 

(3) The unsatisfactory state of.affairs set 
forth in Mr. Trotter’s report did not fall to 
be dealt with by the Ministry, but was a 
matter which came within the purview of the 
Scottish Board of Health. 

Thereafter Bailie Park reported that at a 
meeting of the Health Sub-Committee on the 
Inspection of Meat and Fish and Milk Supply, 
held on Monday, the veterinary inspector 
reported that 
said carcases had been received at the Glas- 
gow Market, and that the said sub-committee 
were in correspondence regarding the matter 
with the Scottish Board of Health and local

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A new development in the transmission 
of political speeches in Great Britain will 
be inaugurated by Mr. Neville Chamber- 
lain, the Minister of Health, when he 
addresses a mass meeting at Liverpool on 
Friday, January 18th.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 
The attempt to reach a compromise as be- 
tween Senator Borah and other supporte:s 
of unreserved ratification of the general pact 
for the renunciation of war, and Senator 
Moses and his group, who insist that there 
should be some concurrent expression of the 
‘‘ understanding ’’ of the Senate, has broken 
down. 

When the Opposition found that it would be 
impossible to make this “ understanding tire 
subject ‘matter of a resolution, or of an 
Executive communication to the other Go- 
vernments, it was proposed that it should be 
embodied in a statement to be made by the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate, 
and to be inserted in due course in the Con- 
gressional Record; but even this—and with 
the hearty assent of Mr. Kellog, the Secie 
tary of State, whose opinion was asked—has 
been. denied to them. The debate accord. 
ignly drags 1ts way along. 

Now that. the attempt to reach a : 
promise has. broken down, it would be im. 
possible to estimate the time which the debate 
may take; and, by the same token, the time 
which may be Jost to those who wish to pass 
the bill for the construction of fifteen cruiser 
and one aeroplane-cartier. It would not now 
be surprising if several gentlemen, whose at. 
tachment to the treaty is as unquestioned as 
their objection to.the cruiser bill, should serve 
hoth their purposes by unlimited eloquence 
This will certainly be done if the discredited 
reservationists insist on “saving their face,” 
and it may be done in any case. 

In fine, the chances of the passage of the 
cruiser bill in its present form at this session 
of Congress grows less with each day. They 
may improve when the Treaty is out of the 
way, but they are dwindling now,

The continued growth of the. number -of 
motor vehicles in Britain will further in- 
crease the receipts to be credited to the 
Road Fund during the coming year, thus 
leaving a larger sum available for road con- 
struction. The extent of the employment of 
the money on new construction for relieving 
unemployment will, of course, be determined 
largely by the demands of local authorities 
for assistance in carrying out new road 
schemes, 

There are, apparentiy, no big new pro- 
grammes of fresh construction under contem- 
piation, but a number of those already 
approved will take practical shape during 
1929. One of the largest of these is the 
the Western 
Wechiands, the contract for which has 
actually been let, and work on which should 
begin in the near future. Tenders have also 
been invited for further work on the Mersey 
tunnel, 

In the London area work is expected to 
start shortly on the new L.C.C. bridge at 
Lambeth, the contract for which has been 
placed. Statutory powers have been obtained 
for three new bridges at Richmond, Chiswick, 
and Hampton Court, and their construction 
is expected to begin some time this vear. 
The cost, which will be substantial, will be 
spread over several years. 

Parliamentary sanction has yet to be given 
to the proposed Victoria Dock road improve- 
ment scheme This will probably be obtained 
within the next few months, and it is pos- 
sible that the work will be put in hand 


before the end of 1929.

REMOVAL TO LONDON 
ANNOUNCED. 
——— Sam 


It was announced in Liverpool yesterday 
by the White Star Line that the headquarters 
of the company are to be removed from 
Liverpool to London. The executive change- 
over wil take place during the next lew 
months, but a large orgauisation will still 
remain in Liverpool, as it is not intended to 
reduce the Liverpool services, which include 
the largest vessels on regular sailings to the 
United States, Canada, South Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Liverpool was not unprepared for the news. 
Such a step was believed to be inevitable 
since the White Star became merged into 
Lord Kylsant’s group of shipping companies, 
the control of which is concentrated in the 
metropolis. It is, too, merely following the 


trend of big business throughout the pro- 
vinces, heads of huge concerns finding it 
dificult to resist the magnetic pull of a 


London headquarters nowadays, when trade 
and financial operations are so intertwined, 
and when the financial side of business 1s at 
least as important as the actual trading itself. 


SOME CONSOLATION. 

There is some consolation for Liverpool 
the announcement which accompanies the 
official notification of removal, thmt: the 
change will result only in the transference ol 
the directors and executive of the line from 
the Mersey-side, and that the great majority 
of the officials and staff now quartered there 
will remain. The White Star must of neces- 
sity continue to employ a large retinue in the 
port in order not to interfere with the huge 
trade they carry on, 

The new pian (our Liverpool Correspondent 
states) does not involve the removal of a 
single vessel or entail any alteration in any 
one of the passenger or freight services opera- 
ting from Liverpool. The company was 
anxious to make that fact clear when I visited 
the offices. It was further stated that the 
company’s new motor liner, the Britannick 
(27,000 tons), the world’s biggest motor 
vessel, will be placed on the Liverpool service 
to operate between home and New York. “in 
fact. we shall continue to be the Mersey Docks 
and Harbour Board's biggest customer,’ de- 
clared an official. There is consequently no 
fear that Liverpool’s position as a port—a 
position it has healthily maintained in recent 
years despite the severe trade depression—will 
in any way decline. 


CUNARD QUESTION. 

So far as I can ascertain, the removal does 
not mean that the White Star will build new 
offices in London. The accommodation they 
have there will suffice, at any rate, for the 
present, 

The question will now be raised afresh as 
to whether the Cunard Line also will be 
“ trekking ” Londonwards, especially as it is 
known that this Liverpool concern is build- 
ing new London offices. 


MANAGERS’ STATEMENT. 

A statement has been issued by the 
Star Line as follows :— 

‘‘In the course of the next few 
the headquarters of the White Star Line will 
be removed from Liverpool to London. The 
executive control of the company, however, 
is all that will be transferred, and a large 
organisation will still remain in Liverpool. 
There will certainly be no tendency to reduce 
the Liverpool services. which will require a 
full staff to operate them, both ashore and 
afloat. It will be seen, therefore, that this 
contemplated change will not in any way 
affect the important present services the 
White Star Line operate out of Liverpool, 
which include regular services to the United 
States, Canada, South Africa, Australia, and 
New Zealand. 

‘““The ships engaged on these various 
routes include the Adriatic (24,563 tons) and 
the Baltic (23,884), which are the largest 
steamers sailing out of the Port of Liverpool, 
and the importance of this big ship route 
will be further enhanced in the autumn of 
this year, when the new motor vessel, 
Britannic (27,000 tons), which will be not 
only the largest ship out of Liverpool, but 
the largest British motor vessel, makes her 
entry into the Liverpool-New York service. 
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BAPTIST MINISTER AS AN 
ANGLICAN. 


&- 


HIS EXPLANATION. 
The Rev. Sydney Somersall Black, who for 


eleven years was a Baptist minister at North- 
ampton, and resigned last March, has entered 
the Church of England, and has been ac- 
cepted as a candidate for ordination by the 
Bishop of Peterborough. He announces that 
his reason for this step is his desire to be in 
a Church that gives corporate expression ol 
the Church of God, and because he believes 
in a divinely-appointed order of the ministry. 

Mr. Black severely criticises the Baptist 
Church, which, he says, has no corporate 
unity because of its local independence. “4 The 
Baptist Church,” he continues, “ believes in 
the priesthood of all believers, and, it has 
facetiously been said, ‘ of all believers except 
the parson.’ This works badly for the 
Church, and perhaps more so for the minister. 


He is neither minister nor layman. There 
are many to tell him his duties. None can 
tell him what are his rights. He has no 


clearly-defined position, and sometimes he 
must resign to preserve his self-respect. 

é“ The terminal pastorate—that is a pas- 
torate for a limited period—is a grave blunder. 
It emphasises the commercial contract side 
of the ministry, and tends to weaken the 
morale of the ministry. It limits the inde- 
pendence of the minister, but not of the 
Church. It would never have been accepted 
had it not come on the wings of the Sus- 
tentation Fund.”’ 

The Rev. M. E. Aubrey, Secretary of the 
Baptist Union, to whom Mr. Black s declara- 
tion was referred, last night told a Press 
Association reporter that he preferred not to 
make any reply. “To do so,” he said, 
“would be giving the declaration an im- 
portance which it does not warrant.”’

SCHOOLBOY CANED 


FOR SMOKING,

MASTERS SUMMONED FOR 
ASSAULT. 


PHE CASE DISMISSED, 
—~—— -éF- — 
The Police Court at Newport, Salop, was 
filled by schoolboys and masters yesterday 
When Mr. Walter Samuel Brooks, M.A., 


Headmaster of Newport Grammar School, and 
Messrs. William Harman and L. F. Lowe 
were summoned on a charge of assaulting 
Frank Douglas Wright, aged sixteen years, 
the son of Mr. E. J. Wright, motor engineer, 
and Chairman of the Newport Urban Council. 
The assault was alleged to have been com- 
mitted on last December 7th, after the boy 
had been seen smoking outside school hours. 

Mr. Gilbert Griffiths, who appeared for 
the hoy, submitted that the punishment was 
unreasonable under the circumstances. Wright 
had been a pupil at the school for the past 
five years, and had an exemplary 
character. There had been no complaint 
against him, and he had never been thrashed, 
: had he received anv punishment of & 
serious mature until this occurrence. On 
December 6 the boy left after school hours 
in the afternoon, and went to a picture 
house, of which his father was the proprietor. 
With him was another hov named Williams. 
It was with his father’s knowledge that young 
Winght occasionally smoked at ‘home and in 


boi ne 


nor 


the street, and he did not know that it was 
avalnst the 34 hool regulations. The operator 
at the picture house offered the two bovs 


cigarettes, and they walked along the street 


emoking. 


The next thing they heard about the 
‘enormous sin,” said Mr. Griffiths, was on 
the following mornin¢e. Alter pravers the 
headmaster dismissed, al! the school below 
form five, the setiior school orf about one 
hundred hovs remaining behind. He then 


called Wright and Williams before him and 
told them that it had heen reported that 


they were seen smoking in the street. and 
that he was going to make an example of 
them and flog them. Wright felt that it was 


a disgrace to flog him before the school. and 
he dodged the headmaster, who then told two 
assistant masters to hold him. The boy 
rushed to the library stairs, but was taken 
back by force, and put across a sloping desk 
and held there by the two assistant masters 
while he was flogged by Brooks with a cane 
in no gentle manner. The injuries on his 
Williams 
was then thrashed. Wright's father had an 
interview with the headmaster, and asked for 
a copy of the school rules. Brooks said that 
there was no printed rule, but he understood 
that it was known that there was a rule 
against smoking. 
THE EVIDENCE. 

Frank Wright gave evidence to the effect 
that. he had never been warned about smok- 
ing. He had seen no printed rules. and did 
not know that it was against the rules. 

Wright's father stated that had he known 
that 1t was against the school rules he would 
not. have allowed his boy to smoke. Brooks 
told him that he had not warned the boy. 

Mr. Haslam, for the defence, said that 
the point was not whether Brooks had 
authority to administer the punishment, but 
whether it excessive. The punishment 
was not unreasonable, Wright threw himself 
on the floor and ‘‘ bellowed and roared.” 

Mr. W. 8S. Brooks, the headmaster, stated 
in evidence that he had addressed the boys 
on their proper conduct in the school and in 
the streets and on their general behaviour, 
including smoking. When told to receive the 
caning Wright said, “I refuse,” and was 
brought back struggling and kicking wildly. 
He was given four strokes, and then lay on 
the floor bellowing. Williams was caned and 
apologised. Wright was ordered to stand up 
and bend down, and he received the fifth and 
final stroke ,and apologised. 

Cross-examined, Mr. Brooks said that he 
had caned five boys out of 240. The punish- 
ment was given publicly to make it impres- 
sive, and to give support to the prefects. He 
had never given a flogging with a birch rod. 

William Harman, Assistant Master, said 
that on the evening of the caning he saw 
Wright in the street with a girl. “He 
seemed to be having quite an’ enjoyable 
time.” 

Mr. J. Clegg Hill, Chairman of the Bench, 
said that the headmaster was quite within 
his rights in administering corporal . punish- 
ment. The boy, Wright, knew the rule of 
the school. The magistrates considered that 
the caning was properly carried out. It would 
have been far better if Wright had taken his 
punishment like a man. 

All three summonses were dismissed, and 
five guineas costs were allowed to the defen- 
dants, the Chairman saying, ‘‘ We consider 
that the case ought never have been brought.”

DISMISSALS.

From Revrer’s Corresronvent. 

WASHINGTON, By Mail. 

On his way to a White House dinner re- 
cently Mr. Henry Ford stopped long enough 
to give this bit of counsel: — 

“You often hear advice given to young 
boys that to succeed they must work and 
suve their money,” Mr. Ford said. ‘‘ This cá 
Is partly wromg. No successful boy ever 
saved any money. They spent it as fast as 
they could for things to improve them- 
selves.’’ 

As a case in point, he mentioned Thomas 
Edison as never having “any money until 
he got so much that he could not spend it.” 

Whatever his attitude towards saving, Ma, 
Ford believes in work 

‘Instill in the minds of the young mes 
that thev will never get anywhere withcut 
work,” he said. “I never koew a young 
man that was worth five cents that wouid 
not work, and even occasionally get into 
trouble in his efforts to learu.” 

“AVhen I was a young fellow,” he con- ; 
tinued, “ I got kicked out of about as many 
shops as 1 was welcomed to.” He ex- 
plained that in his effort to learn about ! 
machinery he would slip into machine shops 
whenever possible and watch their opera-
